Gentlemen, - 


I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of 
the  Rural  District  of  Liskeard. The  Liskeard  Rural  District 
consists  of  21  parishes  within  which  are  some  55  Villages  and 
Hamlets. In  8  of  the  larger  villages  there  are  publicly  owned 
piped  water  supplies, at  Polruan, Polperro,Killigarth, St .Neot 
St .Cleer ,Tremar  Coombe ,Menheniot  and  Seaton. These  are  adequate 
except  in  the  case  of  Polruan  and  Menheniot.In  a  further  nine 
villages  there  are  privately  owned  piped. ... supplies  which  are 
partially  sufficient  for  present  day  requirements .New  schemes 
for  piped  supplies  for  Pensilva,Pely&t  ,Pengover ,M«rrmeet  and 
Common  Moor  have  been  considered  but  either  have  been  deferred 
until  after  the  war  or  rejected  on  account  of  cost. 

The  remainder  of  the  villages  are  served  by  wells  or  springs  all 
more  or  less  liable  to  periodic  pollution. In  most  of  these 
Villages  the  supply  is  generally  adequate  for  present  purposes 
but  quite  inadequate  when  water  closets , kitchen  sinks  and  baths 
are  considered .There  is  an  obvious  need  for  the  development 
of  a  water  scheme  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  District  which  would 
meet  the  needs  of  areas  not  at  present  served  and  augment  or 
replace  the  present  inadequate  supply  at  Polruan. 

The  Health  of  the  district  has  been  good  during  the  period  under 
review-most  of  the  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  having  been 
the  usual  in  Childhood .During  the  year  391  Children  were 
immunised  against  Diptheria  and  it  is  estimated  that  at  the  end 
of  the  year  63$  of  the  children  under  5  and  82,87$  of  the 
children  of  School  age  had  been  immunised . 

It  is  noteworthy  that  of  the  two  cases  of  Diptheria  notified, 
heither  had  been  immunised  and  one  of  them  died. 

The  Local  Division  of  the  St.John  Ambulance  Association  in 
spite  of  very  reduced  numbers, has  dealt  most  satisfactorily 
with  every  call  made. The  few  remaining  members  are  carrying 
on  in  a  most  self  sacrificing  and  efficient  manner  until  they 
can  be  rejoined  by  their  comrades  who  have  joined  the  services. 
Cadets, whose  numbers  are  increasing, are , by  constant  practice 
and  enthusias ism, fitting  themselves  for  their  larger  share  of 
the  work  in  due  course .We  owe  them  all  a  debt  of  gratitude. 

Our  District  Nurses , too , have  more  than  upheld  the  very  high 
standard  we  have  become  accustomed  to  expect, In  spite  of  all 
the  inconveniences  brought  about  by  the  war, these  nurses  have 
oarried  on  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner.

B .  Ambu]  anoe_  Facilities  . 

These  are  perfectly  satisfactory  and  adequate. The  Ambulance 
staffed  and  driven  by  members  of  the  Liskeard  Division  of  the 
St.John  Altulanco  Association. They  undertake  the  removal  of 
non-inf ectious  cases-accident  and  maternity  cases. The  total 
number  of.  cases  dealt  with  during  1943  was  177  and  a  total 
mileage  of  5,116  miles  was  covered. 

One  or  more  members  of  the  Women’s  Division  accompany  the 
Ambulance  when  female  cases  are  being  removed. The  work  of 
both  the  men  and  women  of  this  organisation  is  excellent  and  it 
is  impossible  to  over-praise  their  gratuitous  work. 

NURSING-  IN  THE  HOME. 

C.  General  and  Maternity. 

Local  Nursing  Associations  provide  Nurses  who  are  Certified 
Midwives  in  co-operation  with  the  Cornwall  County  .'Council. 
Practically  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  covered  by 
the  work  of  these  Local  Associations. 

Membership  of  a  Local  Association  eosts  only  a  small  sum 
each,  year , I  recommend  very  strongly  all  those  in  the  Rural 
District  who  are  not  already -members  to  approach  either  the 
Nurse  op ;LOcal  Secretary  without  delay. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  the  very  excellent  work 
carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses,  in  the  area. 

Infectious,.  ■  ... 

The  .District'  Nurses  are  forbidden  to  undertake  the  Nursing  of 
Inf  ectious  Diseases  .When  necessary  these  are  treated  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital, Truro. Minor  Infectious  diseases  are  treated 
at  the  County  Council’s  Hospital  at  Newquay, when  necessary.

VO LTJN TAR Y -The  Passmore  Edwards  Cottage  Hospital , also  situated  in 
the  Borough  of- Liskeard, has  been  used  extensively  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Rural  District .This  Hospital  contains  27  beds 
(12  general  -  G  female  and  4  male)  5  private  wards, 3  emergency 
beds  and  7  cots, 

237  patients  were  treated  during  1943  and  there  were  233  out-patients 
96  op or at ions  were  carried  out  under  anaesthetics.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
diseases  during  the  year, 143  not  if  ications(  other  than  Tuberculosis) 
being  received -Measles  were  the  most  prevalent .Scarlet  Fever  was 
also  prevalent  to  a  lesser  extent, The  County  isolation  Hospital 
at  Truro  received  many  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. The  removal 
of  these  cases  helped  to  prevent  a  larger  speard  of  the  Disease.
